| PHB LEAGUE:OF NATIONS, . 
PREBIDENT WELSON'S' 
INTRODUCTORY SPEECH. 


The. following ig the speech made by 
President Wilsun, at. Paris, when reading 
the drafy of the Covenant of the Leagus 
ef Nations, One portion of the message 
ig missing, the sentence aa telegraphed 
being unintelligible : 

“Mr, Chairman : 


1 have the honor, and assum it a 
very grest privilege, of reporting in the 
namo of tho, Commission constituted by 
this Conference on the formation of a 
plan for a League of Nations, 

1 am happy to say that it is a unani- 
mous report, Aa unanimoug report from 
the representatives of fourteen nations ~ 
the United States, Great “Britain, 
France, Italy, Japan, Belgium, Brazil, 
China, Czecho-Slovakia, Greece, Poland, 
Portugal, Rumania and Siberia. 1 think 
it«will bo serviceable and interesting if 
I, with your permission, rend the docu- 
ment a8 the only report We have to 
make.”' 

President Wilson then read the draft. 

When he reached article XV. and had 
read through the secund paragraph, he 
pauacd and said: ‘I pause to point, 
out thay a misconception might arise in 
connection with onc of the sentences | 
have just read.

HE CIVIL SERVICE. 
OPEN COMPETITION SUSPENDED 
FOR TWO YEARS. 

‘The Civil Sorvico Commissioners havo 
adopted an important reconstruction 
scheme of selection for Class 1, of the 
Home Civil Service, Indian Civil Service, 
Eastern Cadetships, junior appoint 
monts, and officerships of Customs and 
Excise. The holding of competitive 
examinations for these appointnents will 
not be resumed for at least. two years 
after the cessation of hostilities—except 
in the ease of a few appointments in the 
Indian Civil Bervice—and' vacancies in 
these classeq will be filled in the mean- 
time by a process of eclection hy a Board, 
the principle of open competition being 
maintained so far as practicable. 

Applicants must have been born an or 
after August 2nd, 1891; have attained the 
age of 22 on the date fixcd' for qualifying 
oxamination ; have served in his Majesty’s 
paval, military, or air force during the 
wat, provided that under certain condi- 
tions men may be treated! as eligible who, 
having been pronounced unfit on grounds 
of health for general service, have becn 
temporarily omployed in Government 
departments during the war 

Candidates who appear to be prima 
facie, eligible for appointment will be 
subject to a qualifying examination in 
arithmetic, English (including casay and 
precis writing and other tests), and in 
genoral knowledge, historical, political, 
social, economic, scientific and geographi 
cal. ‘Candidates who satisfy the Civi 
Service Commissioners will then be ad- 
mitted to an interview by the Selection 
Board. Preference will be given by this 
Board, ‘ceteris paribus,” to candidates 
who are debarred from active employment 
by some physical impairment arising .out 
of the war, and not likely to interfere 
with the discharge of ordinary adminis- 
trative duties. 

Candidates will be divided into three 
oups:—-Those who have taken a full 


ai least two years at a university, but 
not taken a full course; those who entered 
the forces Girect from ‘school or spent less 
than two years at a university, 

A certain proportion of vacancies will 
be allotted to each group. No candidate 


will be obliged to take the qualifying’ 


examination within three months from 
the date of leaving the forces, Candi- 
dates who under thia scheme enter the 
service at an age above the normal maxi- 
mum of 24 years, will be allowed ono 
inerement of salary for each year of their 
age above 24 at. the date of their quali- 
fying examination.

War-scarred Belgiuin has taken the 
first step towards her commercial ruhabi- 
litation, As plucky in peace as ghe wan 
in war, she is not waiting for others to 
help her but is helping herself, And in 
token of her appreciation of Yankee 
friendship and Yankee worth, she haa 
chosen an American to hew her way for 

her. ; 
This American is Joseph A, Nash, for 
four years general manager of the ship- 
ping and purchasing department of the 
Committee for Relief in Belgium. He 
arrived recently from London in New 
York in the capacity of manager for the 
United States and Canada of the Lloyd 


Royal Belge. This ig a purely Belgian 


enterprise, the first atlemp, on the part 


of thag country at direct trang-Atlantic 
connection between her own shores and 
those of Nurth America, and the frst 
step in the direction of weaving a Btrong 
commercial and industria) Lond between 
the evu nations. A pet project of King 


Albert, certain of Government support, 
endowed with funds to insure almos, un- 
limited expansivn, the Roya! Belgo is in 
the market for ships, and assurances 
have already been received that ever; 
yessel that flies the red, yellow and black 
will cross the ocean filled with rich cargo. 

The main ,ofices uf the company just

In his own country, 
and in France, he ig considered one of 
the mos, remarkably figures of the day— 
immensely wealthy, yet always at work; 
indomitable in his determination to win 
for Belginm a commanding position as 
commercial power and ready to sacrifice 
his own interests and hig own wealth in 
the service of hig nation. The leading 
men of Belgiuin look up to him og minor 
officers in an army look up to their 
gencral 

Of the original fleet of forty, only 
sixteen veseelg are Ieft, The other twenty- 
four were sunk by submarines or mines. 
Twelve of the remaining shipg are tem- 
porarily flying the British flag, carrying 
supplies to France and being engaged in 
other similay work, Thy other four are 
still in the service of the Belgian Relief. 

“] pope the United States Government 
will facilitate our efforts to buy ships 
here,” said Mr. Nash to a representative 
of the American Haporter’ and Tmpor- 
ters’ Journal, ‘ The Belgian people feet 
that Washington should allow Belgian 
shipowners to acquire American-built 
vessels, to operate either under the Bel- 
gian or the American flag. They have 
things to sell which America requires.

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STEREOSCOPE IN AIR 
PHOTOGRAPBY. 


PICTURES IN HIGH RELIEF. 


One of the best guarded accrets of the 
war in the air haa beon the oxtraordin- 
arily successful use made of tho stereo 
scope as an aid to aorial intelligence by 
the British Royal Air Force. Every one 
ia familiar with the optical devico by 
which two photographs ara viewed side 
by side through a pair of lenses, with the 
result that the objects represented are 
seen to stand out in striking reliof, 
Early in the war, when specially con- 
structed camoras were first being used for 
photographing the enemy's trenches and 
fortifications from tho air, it occurred 
to an officer in the Flyin Corps that if 
two photographs were en “in the air, 
separated only by an interval of a few 
seconds, the movement of the- airplane in 
the meantime would sufficiontly alter tho 
perspective to produce a successful sterco- 
scopic picture, . 

An opportunity for testing this idea 
existed in the salicnt at ¥ res, where the 
stark ruins of Cloth Hal 1, and other 
buildings in the old Belgian town, tower- 
ed naked toward the sky. casting long, 
spire-like shadows upon the round.

That was his advice in 1914 and if it 
had heen tuken to heart at that time they 
would have been saved a great deal of 
the trouble and mischief which had been 
j done. 

They had had opportunities, as a 
Society, of exerting a certain amount of 
pressure in certain directions and they 
had done what they could in the way of 
helping lo get rid of the onomy 
in their midst. He would ask .them 
never to forget the untold crimes of the 
war and the huge seerifices which had 
had to be made,

COLONEL AND HIS “ BOYS.” 
“REFUSAL TO LEAVE THEM IN 
PRISON CAMP. 


A weiter inthe Daily Mail describing the 
visit of British mon-of-war to Danzig and 
Stettin tells uf a trip to the officers’ prison- 
ersof-war camp at Graudene: 

Liout. Col. ALO. Corfe, D.8.0., who 
had beew a prisoner of war since March, 
1918, crime to Danzig on December 10tb, 
acebmpantod by a German officer, to 
arrange for the repatriation of the offi- 


cers at the 


Graudenz. 

He came vn board H.M.S. 
and gaw Captain St. John. Our captain 
offered him a passage home with us and 
it looked as though the offer was too 


tempting to be refused. But " No" was 
the reply; “1 must get back to my 


boys. 

We then asked if the officers at Graudenz 
were in need of food or medical stores. 
The impression which had been made on 
the colonel by his visit to us was mani 
fest by his immediate reply: ‘If ono 
of you fellows will come back with me 
to Graudenz and just let them see you, 
it will do more good than all the food 
and medicine in the world,” 

Therefore J packed my bag and in ten 
minutes had loft, H.M.8. Coventry and 
was on my way io Graudenz, a town in 
West Prussia, about 37 miles north of 
Thorn, 

Graudenz is a large garrison town. 
Two substantial bl. -of a large bar- 
racks had been surrounded by barbed 
wire and were being used as a prisoners- 
of-war camp. Here IT found about 430 
British officers and roughly 50 orderlies. 

As we entered the colonel's room an 
orderly hurried up to us, and when we 
told him the good news that in three 
days the whole camp was going home his 
4sea Ht up and his smile was worth cross. 
ing a continent to see. We had supper, 
some cocoa, tinned herrings, and biscuits, 
and then the colonel took me yisiting. 
Wa went from room to room, and nover 
has anyone been so ploaeed to see me as 
these: strangera were. 

“How's Blighty?" 

“ What was London like on Armistice 
Night?” ; 

‘Where's the red flag the Huns said 
the British Navy had hoisted?” 

‘How do you like this little palace? ” 

These are a few of the questions they 
vhowered on me. And then these gallant 
fellows, who had gone through so much, 
whose food stores were at a low ebb, 
would say to me—who had never known 
what it was to bo hungry—'‘ Have some 
cocoa, have a biscuit; we’ve got heaps.” 

WORN-OUT PRISONERS. 

The story of these men was that of 60 
many others. They had) mostly been cap- 
tured in March, 1918, and had been sent 
to Rastatt, in Baden, where for three 
months they had lived on Boche rations. 
They had been been moved to Graudeng, 
and had arrived there in a pitiable condi- 
tion, exhausted mentally and physically. 
They told me how they found playing 
bridgeetoo great an effort and how they 
used to plan their days so that they would 
only have to go downstairs the minimum 
number of times; the effort of climbing 
up .agaigiekhausted them. 

At.:Graiienz they had received food 
paroots fern home and had tived on them, 
and their’ condition hed ii ed. On 
the whole they looked fairly ¢ 
they were quiet, if you 3 at them 
carefully, you noticed that. ey ‘all had 
a most characteristic, drawn, tired kind 
of look. Since the armistice the officers 
had been allowed! to leave the camp and 
go into the town, and thus, during my 
three days visit, I had ample oppor- 
tunity of studying conditions.there. 

The Germans appeared well clothed, 
and most of them looked fairly well fed. 
I had acveral good meals in Yotels and 
cafés. There was no bread and no. but: 
ter, but I always had meat, and generous 
helpings too, though, of course, one bad 
to pay highly, An occasional Prussian 
officer ‘would scowl, but otherwise littlo 
notice was taken of us, though my nayal 
uniform, white collar, and fandborckiet 
always attarcted attention. The majority 
of the Germans we talked to knew we 
were going home, and were all out to 
make a good impression and even hoped 
that their kindness would be remembered 
‘when they came to England!

SPEEOH IN A CHURCH. 


The aun did not shine on Carlisle's 
walls when the President of the United 
States, occompanied by Mrs. Wilson, 


| visited the birth-place of his mother, but 


notwithstanding the pitiless rain that 
drenched the strects and gave a be- 
draggled aspect to the finga that the citi- 


J zens had hoisted, the people turned out 


in thajr thousands 1o give a Cumberland 
welcome to the distinguished visitor, 
Among those presented to the President 
was the Rey Edward Booth, pastor of the 


church of which the President’s grand- 
father was minister over cighty years 
ago. 

At the Orown and Mitre many of tho 
leading citizens awaited the. visitors’ 
arrival. Among those present was Mr. 
Thomas Watson, the oldest tradesman in 
Carlisle, vow 00 years of age, and the 
only survivor, so far as is known, of 
those who aticnded the President's grand- 
father’s Sunday school. Mr. Wilson aek- 
ed Mr. Watson if he remembered his 
grandfather, and he replicd that he was 
only a boy at the time. He stated, how- 
ever, that he remembered the chapel, not 
now in existence, in which the Rev. 
Thomas Woodrow ministered, and the 
sottage near it, in Annctwell-strect, where 
Mr. Woodrow lived and in which the 
President's mother was born. 

A TREASURED LETTER. 

Another interesting presentation was 
that of Miss Hamilion, daughter of the 
late David Hamilton, who taught in Mr. 
Woodrow’s Sunday school when Mr. Wat- 
son was a scholar there., Miss Hamilton 
is the possessor of the original letter 
which Mr. Woodrow wrote to her father 
after he left Carlisle to visit relatives in 
Glasgow before sailing for America. 
The letter, which is dated October 28th, 
1835, describes Mr. Woodrow’s arrange- 
ments for leaving the country, and 
though she naturally treasures the letter 
highly, the Town Clerk informed the 
President that she desired to present 
it to him. The President accepted it, 
and’ assured the donor that it would! be 
not less treasured by him. The Town 
Clerk then laid. before Mr. Wilson vari- 
ous documents relating to Cavendish 
Hovee, which Mr. Woodrow built and 
went to live in 1832, the lease. conveying 
the site from the Duke of Dovonshire, 
being dated’ July of the previous year. 
The counterpart of the lease was ex- 
hibited to the President, who was greatl 
interested in the seal and signature whi 
it beara of his grandfather. 

The Duke-of Devonshire’s agent pre- 
sented Mr. Wilson with ao <oPy, of the 
document and a photograph of his grand 
father's signature, with which Mr. Wil- 
son scemed much gratified. Miss Slee 
was next presented, and the President 


agoepted from her hands two velumes 
of drawin ;

‘MUNITIONS OF WAR. 
BRITAIN'S NEW RESOURCES. 


Mr. Churchill, Minister of Munitions, 
hae addressed a messnge of appreciation 
to the managers and staffs of the firms. 
which have been engaged in the produc- 
tion of munitions. 

“The achievement of the country in 
the supply of munitions,” he says, “ has 
completely changed the future aspect of 
reserve éstablishments for the manufac- 


ture of armaments. No longer can muni- 
tion supply be looked on as a speciality, 
since, owing to the adaptability and 
energy of those recontly responsible for 
the organisation of production, it has 
been proved that the whole enginecring 
capacity of the country can readily adapt 
itself to such provision, 

“It is to be hoped that wars on the 
Jarge scale are now evils of the past, and 
that no recrudescence will occur; but, in 
spite of this confident hope, for some time 
~a long time, probably~it will not be 
safe to neglect the study of fighting wea- 
pons. © country must be allowe? to 
advance in this respect while we stund 
still, and though the provision of such” 
appliances of horror and destruction will, 
in all probability, be limited greatly in 
the future, we must always be abreast 
of the world in the application of science 
to war material. If war over does recur, 
mechanism will largely supersede muscle, 
and engineering More than ever will 
sway the ultimate decision, It is the 
knowledge of what you have achieved in 
the engineering shops and factories of 
the country that permits us to waste 
the least possible amount of moncy on 
what we pray may eveniually prove ao 
aseless form of production, and to have 
full confidence that our real reserve is 
the ineering skill of the country, and 
that should occasion arise your energy 
will once more blaze out to supply all 
that may be required for the security of 
the Empire. 

“The period we are now entering on 
‘de one that is full of possibilities and 
opportunities, and I feel convinced that 
these will be utilised by you to the full. 
Much has been learnt, by us during the 
last four years, and the lessons taught 
by the war will have their effect, in many 
directions. Accuracy of workmanship 
ie commonplace of manufac-
